Ten Child-Soldiers 


Ten Métis child-soldiers are known to have fought alongside their older brothers 
and sisters and cousins in the 1885 Resistance. The youngest Métis child-soldier on 
record at Batoché is Alexander Flammand from Boggy Creek. Others such as Patrice 
Henry cared for the horses during the battles. Isidore Ledoux, a member of the 
Petequakey Band, was on the west side of the river during the Battle of Batoché. Patrice 
Tobie Lépine fought with the men at li Coulée des Tourond's and Batoché. And Joseph 
Octave Nolin Jr. was arrested at "the Point"! along with his father. These are in stark 
contrast to those men which had to be conscripted or otherwise compelled to fight and the 
hundreds of other children which took no part in the fighting.
